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Modified Vans Will Better Serve Police Officers

The Romulus Police Department 
will soon have a mobile accident and 
crime scene investigation unit, thanks to 
the Romulus City Council's recent ap- 
proval of $10,000 for the conversion of 
one of the department's GMC extended 
Vanse- = 

"Right now, officers who respond to 
accident andcrime scenes have to pack 
their equipment in soft-sided bags and 
load them into patrol cars when they 
need them," Kirby told 7he Romulus 
News. "We hope to convert our existing 
van into a vehicle dedicated to investi- 
gative work, with a portable generator, 
lights, ladders, bins for evidence collec- 
tion materials, and storage for other 
commonly needed tools." 

When Councilman William Crova 
asked Kirby whether $10,000 would be 
enough to cover the entire cost of the 
conversion, the public safety director 
replied, "That should more than cover 
what we're going to do," and added an 


assurance that "any money we don't 
use will go back to the [City's federal 
law-enforcement] fund balance.” 

According to Kirby, the recently ap- 
proved project will be the second van 
conversion performed for the police de- 
partment. The first — accomplished at a 
cost of about $2,200 to $2,400 — in- 
volved the removal of factory-installed 
passenger Seats and the installation of 
“couches specially designed to accom- 
modate officers in full tactical gear. Ad- 
justments were also made to facilitate 
the officers’ ingress and egress. 
Water Main Project Will Cost Nearly 
$1 Million 

During its regular meeting of Mon- 
day, March 1, the Romulus City Council 
awarded low bidder Kegger Excavating 
more than $988,000 for a water main 
replacement project on the south side of 
Ecorse Road between Merriman and 
Middlebelt. Carl Brooks, director of the 
City of Romulus Department of Public 
Works, and Marcus McNamara, repre-

sentative of Orchard, Hiltz and McCli- 
ment (the City's engineering firm), were 
on hand to answer Council's questions.

Public Education: Universal & Free for All?

The greatest invention America has 
given the world is universal, free public 
education for its citizens. Our neighbor- 
hood public schools are the bedrock of 
our democracy. They have helped cre- 
ate an educated citizenry that is unpar- 
alleled and envied around the world. 

Certainly, the terrain of public edu- 
cation is uneven and downright rocky in 
places. We have schools that are soar- 
ing as well as schools that are sinking. 
Our state and our nation should de- 
mand that we address the uneven play- 
ing field that our children are forced to 
compete upon. 

One such attempt is "No Child Left 
Behind" —the overarching, 1,200-page 
federal law passedin January 2002. The 
ideals of this law are as lofty as the 
dollars promised for its implementation 
are lacking. It is estimated that Presi- 
dent Bush and Congress have made 
"No Child Left Behind" the granddaddy 
of unfunded mandates to the tune of 
several billion dollars. 

In the February 15 edition of The 


- News-Herald, Ms. Sally Nantais elo- 


quently raised many important ques- 
tions regarding "No Child Left Behind." | 
share her concerns about how the nu- 
ances of this law do not make sense as 
real solutions to assist those children 
who need our help the most. 

For example, President Bush and 
Congress have promised the support 
and funding necessary to win the war in 
lraq. It would be nice if they would make 
the same investment in our collective 
future, our children. 

Quite frankly, while | support the 
goal espoused by this law — who wants 
to leave children behind? —it seems like 
a right-wing Republican agenda to de- 
monize ourneighborhood public schools 
in order to privatize and voucherize them.

Here is reinforcement for my beliefs: 
¢ Betsy DeVos, chair of Michigan's 
Republican Party, spent $20 million 
in her failed attempt to create vouch- 
ers that utilize public money. In 2001, 
Michigan voters defeated vouchers 

by an overwhelming 3-1 margin. 

¢« Rod Paige, United States Secretary 
of Education, visited Michigan in 
March 2003 to attend a Republican 
Party fund-raiser in Livingston Coun- 
ty, tour a private religious school, and 
hold a "townhall" meeting in the ex- 
clusive, members-only Detroit Ath- 
letic Club. Where was the PUBLIC in 
public education during this tour paic 
for with taxpayers’ dollars? 

° ThispastJuly, Secretary Paige's chief 
deputy, Gene Hickok, visited Michi- 
gan. He met with Bay Mills Commu- 
nity College officials, the organiza- 
tion using aloophole in Michigan law 
to proliferate charter schools, and 
The Black Alliance for Education 
Options, funded by the United States 
Department of Education, to tell par- 
ents how to escape the public schoo! 
system. 

Neither Secretary Paige nor Under- 
secretary Hickok visited a traditional 
public school. Neither had the courtesy 
to contact Michigan education officials 
to inform them of their visits. 

The first President Bush said, "Read 
my lips!" Perhaps the time has come 
with the second President Bush to watch 
his actions, not just listen to his rhetoric. 
We need to be vigilant to make certain 
that the lofty rhetoric of this law is more 
than a backdoor plan to dismantle our 
system of public education. 

There are no silver bullets to ensur- 
ing high-quality schools. We know what 
works. Thatincludes ensuring that every 
child has a great start to begin school 
ready to learn, investing in high-quality 
professional development for teachers, 
and providing unequal resources to lift 
up schools and students with unequal 
needs. 

|commend Governor Granholm, the 
bipartisan State Board of Education, 
and State Superintendent Tom Watkins 
for embracing the moral imperative of 
the "No Child Left Behind" law. They are 
attempting to make it work for Michigan's 
children. 

Our collective job would be more 
realistic with less rhetoric and more re- 
sources. Is this law really about leaving 
no child behind? Or is it about kicking 
our schools in the behind? 

Remember, ourneighborhood pub- 
lic schools are the nursery of Our pre- 
cious democracy. 

Proceed with caution. 
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Residents Reminded of Waste 
Collection, Recycling Policies 


Because some residents are not 
properly preparing their waste and recy- 
clable materials for collection, the City of 
Romulus and Waste Managementhave 
asked The Romulus News to publish a 
summary of their procedure guidelines. 
Pickup Schedule 

Pickup times generally fall around 
the same time each week; however, 
traffic, road conditions, andheavy waste 
volumes may cause some variations. To 
ensure pickup, waste and recyclables 
must be at the curb no later than 7 a.m. 
on collection day. Residents who prefer 
to take out their rubbish the night before 
may do so after 4 p.m. 

Preparing Recyclable Materials 

Materials prepared for recycling 
should be placed at the curb in full view 
from the street. The following materials 
are accepted: 

e #1 and #2 plastic bottles; 

e clear, green, andbrown glass bottles 
and jars; 

e tin and aluminum cans and empty 
aerosol cans; and 

e newspapers and magazines. 

Plastics— Regarding plastics, only 
narrow-mouth bottles witha 1 or2onthe 
bottom are accepted for recycling. No 
cups, tubs, trays, motor oil/antifreeze 
containers, or other containers — even if 
they have a 1 or 2 on the bottom — are 
permitted. Leave labels on, but discard 
lids. Rinse and flatten the bottles, then 


place them, loose, in recycle bins, not. 


bags. 

Glass-— Only glass food and bever- 
age containers are accepted for recy- 
cling. No drinking glasses, window 
panes, ceramics, or dishes are permit- 
ted. Leave labels on, but discard lids. 
Rinse containers and place them, loose, 
in bins, not bags. 

Cans — Only food or beverage tin, 
steel, or aluminum cans are accepted. 
No pie tins, foil, or pieces of scrap metal 
are permitted. Rinse the cans and, if 
possible, remove labels. Place the cans, 
loose, in bins, not bags.

Newspapers/Magazines— News- 
papers and accompanying inserts are 
accepted for recycling. No junk mail or 
telephone books are permitted. Place 
newspapers in bin, loose and tucked to 
one side, or in a brown paper bag, nota 
plastic bag. Bundle magazines with rub- 
ber bands or string. 

Use Proper Containers for Rubbish 

Rubbish should be disposed of in 
garbage cans with lids (maximum capac- 
ity: 32 gallons) or in tied plastic bags. No 
can or bag should weigh more than 50 
pounds. Improperly prepared contain- 
ers cannot be collected due to worker 
health and safety issues. 

Cardboard too large to fit in contain- 
ers should be flattened and bundled 
with tape or string. 

Large Items 

Large items such as furniture, appli- 
ances, mattresses, and bundled carpet 
may be placed at the curb along with 
regular rubbish. For the safety of chil- 
dren, remove any doors before placing 
items at curbside. Carpet should be cut 
into four-foot lengths, rolled, and tied/ 
taped into easy-to-handle bundles of 
less than 50 pounds. Items that have not 
been properly prepared cannot be col- 
lected due to worker health and safety 
concerns. 

Note: No call is required for the 
collection of a large item unless it is 
something unusual. 
ltems with Freon 

By law, Waste Management cannot 
pick up items containing Freon. All refrig- 
eration and air-conditioning units must 
have their Freon removed before being 
placed atcurbside. Tofind an authorized 
Freon-removal technician, look under 
“refrigerator repair" in a business direc- 
tory such as the Yellow Pages. Once the 
item has a Freon-removal sticker on it, 
place it at the curb with your other 
disposables. 

Items Unacceptable for Pickup 

Waste Management does not pick 
up the following items: 

e hazardous waste; 

e liquid waste (including gasoline and 
automotive oil); 

e looseneediles/sharps (which should 

be placed in a rigid plastic container, 

such as a laundry detergent bottle, 

with a lid); 

car and truck parts and engines; 

concrete and bricks; 

construction and roofing debris; 

wood and drywall; 

fencing and railroad ties; 

wet paint cans (allow paint to dry, 

then place cans at curbside with lids 

off); and 

e yard waste mixed with trash.

Subjects addressed included Coun- 
cilman Crova's inquiries about the 
bidder's references, and Councilman 
Michael Prybyla's concerns about ade- 
quate inspections. McNamara assured 
the Council that other communities, in- 
cluding Brownstown Township, reported 
satisfactory dealings with the company, 
and that both OHM and Wayne County 
would be performing all inspections. 

According to Brooks, the City has 
had several problems with breaks in the 
old water main — which, based on dates 
found on area fire hydrants, appears to 
have been installed about 1959. 

Work on the replacement project 
should begin around mid March and be 
completed by the end of August.
